SOUTH CAROLINA'S 
BLUE LAWS 
South Carolina has just had an 
attack of pestiferous old blue laws 
and suffered the half amused, half 
derogatory attention of the nation. 
It was publicity similar to that, óf 
those other states which have been

flirting 
with anti-evolution; for it is laws 
of the anti-evolution type wh|oh 
arc slightly tinted at birth apd 
which become decidedly blue in a 
few years. 
Perhaps those states which hswe 
blue laws are not so much to be 
hlamed as those states which are 
adopting them now. Ideals hqve 
suffered radical changes in the 
past few years and some of those 
laws which belong to another age 
were decidedly popular in tliefr 
day.
